Student Union 


Ready for occupancy in 1973 


Imagine, a building on campus owned 
by the Student Body at large. A building 
that is designed to provide space for 
almost every activity that the students are 
interested in doing. Well, this concept is 
much more than a dream. It is on the 
drawing boards after many years of 
discussion. If all the necessary approvals 
can be obtained as planned, the students 
of SSC will have their own Student Union 
ready for occupancy in the fall of 1973. 
Many people have worked on this project 
for many years, but for various reasons 
the Student Union has never been more 
than a dream up until recently. One of 
the major problems associated with this 
building and a suitable design has been 
the disagreement over what purpose the 
building should serve 


Guidelines 


The present student committee has 
established general guidelines that will 
serve the “total” student body. It was 
generally agreed by the commitee that 
the growth and development of each 


student results from a comptex set of 
total forces in the academic community. 


Hearthstone Vibes 


With this general concept in mind, the 
committee has worked with an 
architectural firm to design a building 
capable of meeting the needs of students 
on campus not met by present facilities 
and still be capable of modification so 
that the future students of SSC can make 
changes needed suitable to their demands 
The structure is designed with a living 
room or “hearthstone atmosphere” so 
that students can enjoy their building ina 
relaxed atmosphere 

The facilities are to serve people, but 
more importantly, to help them serve 
themselves with a minimum of travel 
between areas and a maximum of 
enjoyment 

The architectural firm of DeMara & 
Wells of Berkeley was retained during the 
summer of 1970 to design the Student 
Union. This firm designed the Union 
complex at the University of California, 


Sacramento State College 


Berkeley. In the spring of 1970, the 
Board of Trustees approve the proposal 
which is the basis for the Student Union 
The student committee at SSC approved 
the plans that DeMara & Wells presented 
in March. In May, Dave Lively, chairman 
of the committee, will present the plans 
to the Board of Trustees for their final 
approval. The next steps will be obtaining 
the necessary financing and then the 
letting of bids. If everything moves along 
as planned, construction should begin in 
July, 1972, and completed in September, 
1973. The existing proposal approved by 
the Board of Trustees in the spring of 
1970 allows a capital outlay of the Union 
funds up to $32.50 per square foot of 
building (for construction and group I 
“hnilt-in” furniture) and up to $50.00 
per square foot total cost. The structure 
being planned is 60,000 square feet. 


Master Plan 


The site tor the Student Union, 
according to the Master Plan for SSC, is 
ust south of the present Engineering 
Building and east of the new library. In 
this location, it will be easily accessible 
from the Guy West bridge; from the 
parking areas east and south, from the 
academic facilities north and southwest 
The Campus Master Plan calls for 
two-thirds of all classrooms, with the 
addition of manv new buildings, to be 
located in this area of the campus in the 
future 

The floor plan calls for a three story 
structure. The first floor will contain 
major dining room tacilties, game rooms, 
and a merchandise store plus an 
information center and necessary storage 
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facilities, restrooms, etc. The second floor 
has a large lounge, meeting rooms and 
music listening rooms. The third floor 
will be mainly the administrative center 
of ASSSC. It will contain office space for 
the Union Director, ASSSC Business 
Manager and Student Government 
Officers. There will also be a Student 
Activity Center for the use of campus 
clubs and organizations, and student 
government. The whole structure has 
been designed to give maximum use of 
space by as many diverse groups as 
possible. The goal of the Architect and 
the Committee has been to make the 
Facility servicable for the “whole” 
student body. 

The student committee consists of six 
students at large. There are currently five 
ex-officio members appointed by the 
President of the College. These members 
are Dean Bailey, Dean Cox, Dean 
McKoane, Mr. Hutchinson, and Mr. 
Vaughter. By decision of the student 
committee, these appointed members 
vote in all decisions affecting College 
Union. Funds for the College Union come 
from taxing the students at registration 
time, from the ASSSC, Hornet 
Foundation Pledges and loans 


Vacancies 


There presently exists two vacancies on 
the Student Committee. Requirements 
for these seats are a 2.0 overali GPA, and 
have one semester completed at SSC a: 
the time of the election. The term of 
office is two years. There will also be two 
more vacancies on the committee starting 
with the fall semester including Dave 
Lively’s, the present chairman

Contraceptive info —~—-————————— 


For those who are interested in contraceptive 
information or assistance, the Student Health Center 
offers this service in a two-part program. Although 
contraceptives themselves are not available through 
the Health Center, counseling information, medical 
consultation, and prescriptions are 

The first part of the program is informational and 
consists of two or three films followed by a 
discussion or rap session. These are held 
Thursday evenings in the Health Center lobby starting 
at 7 p.m. and usually lasting until! 9 p.m. Wanting 
contraceptives is not a prerequisite to attending one 
of these sessions. They are also set up to include 
those who are just interested in finding out more 
about contraceptive methods, Men are welcome and 
encouraged to come 

The second phase of the program is the 
examination. After attending the counseling session, a 
student may make an appointment at the Health 
Center with the gynecologist. This examination takes 
about fifteen minutes with a charge of $3.00 to cover 
the cost of a PAP smear. After this examination, the 
girl may receive a prescription to be filled off-campus 
at her own expense (usually $2-3.00 per month)

We could not reply to 
these criticisms when they were 
made because we were bound by 
the Chancellor's Executive Order 
No. 112 which has explicit rules 
for confidentiality.

We were 
further handicapped in this regard 
by the Chancellor's Grievance 
Procedures in that during the 
hearings we were not permitted to 
present to a faculty committee

the substantive basis for our 
decision. The faculty grievance 
committee can only decide if 
procedures had been followed, 


whether evidence favorable to the 


grievant had been omitted, and 
whether the action taken was 
arbitrary The first and only 
opportunity to present the 
substantive basis of our case was 


in a two hour meeting with the 
President on April 2, 1971. We 
believe this is a serious deficiency 
in the Procedures and handicaps 


the department, the grievant, and 


the President. We wish to note at 
this point that at the meeting on 
April 2nd we saw for the first 
time Professor Nelson's detailed 
statement of grievance which he 
made on January ‘Sth, giving his 
arguments against our substantive 
position. This however was 4 
failure to follow the Grievance 
Procedures and not a fault in 
them 

We. therefore, believe it best, 
for the department and the 
college, that we make public our 


reasons for denying tenure so that 


we may be judged as to whether 
xy not we drew the correct 
conclusion from the tacts a8 we 
aw them rather than to remain

In this case the first vote was 
against granting tenure The 
committee then discussed their 


decision with Professor Nelson in 


several meetings. These meetings 
were terminated by Professor 
Nelson before the department 
considered the matter closed. A 
second vote following was a 6-2 
against One of the original

Except 
for the greater weight given to 
teaching by calling it our first 
concern the criteria are 
unweighted. Each member of the 
committee must decide on the 
basis of all of these whether 
granting tenure will help or hinder 
the department in fulfilling its 
obligations to the students, the 
profession, and the college 


in the category of teaching all 
the members agreed that Professor 
Nelson was a stimulating lecturer 
and had a high popularity rating 
However his main teaching 
assignment is analytical chemistry 


and, contrary to the implications 
drawn from his popularity with 
students, his colleagues trained in 
this field and others who have 
taught the course are convinced 
that professionally he does not do 
a creditable job These are 
proicsional judgments made by 
chemists who have a4 good 
reputation on and off the campus 
in teaching and research The 
niajority ot thi committer 
believed that the ability to lecture 
and popularity were not 
sufficiently important in this 


laboratory course to outweigh the 
professional deficiencies 


Concerning creative 


achievement all the committee 
gave Professor Nelson 4 strong 
positive rating for his research 

















activities (papers, grants, etc.) 
However in terms of upgrading 
and updating the course in 
analytical chemistry, which is his 
main teaching responsibility, he 
was given a strong negative rating 
He failed to do in four years what 
the newest member of the 
analytical group did in his first 
year here toward improving the 
course 


Concerning the above two 
categories the department 
considers the contribution to 
teaching of greatest importance 


This is necessitated by the official 
policy for the State Colleges in 
the California system The 
committee believed that Professor 
Nelson’s great committment to 
research makes him unwilling to 
put the proper emphasis on class 
room teaching and _ laboratory 
work. We are well aware that the 
opposite emphasis is required in 
the University and that the 
“Publish or Perish” rule there 
often leads to the same attitudes 
We were also aware that for the 
past three years Professor Nelson 
was trying to obtain a position in 
this kind of institution. We asked 
ourselves: “What ‘assurance did 
we have in this tenure year that he 
could accomodate to our type of 
institution? Where would we be if 


his grants ran out in view of our 


shrinking budget, especially for 
research and the _~— graduate 
program?” 


The committee's judgment was 
that his research accomplishments 


did not, in balance with the 
negative aspects of his 
performance Warrant granting 
tenure, and further that the 
chances of our emphasis shifting 
more toward a research 
orientation in. the future were 
bleak 

There is another category in 
which the committee faulted 
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Professor Nelson severely. This 
was for his lack of cooperation 
and support of department policy, 
which had been pointed out to 
him, orally and in writing, by four 
different department chairmen 
over the years he has been here 
rhe chemistry department 
operates equipment, laboratories, 
and stock rooms which all faculty 
So, as compared to 


departments in  non-laboratory 
fields, Cooperation in and support 
of department policy is not just 


use 


desirable it is a requirement for 
smooth operation of the 
department If one member 


violates policy, the work load of 
the others is increased sharply. We 
considered this lack of support 
and cooperation a serious fault 
and we did not feel that Professor 
Nelson even visualized the 
problem as we did. We therefore 
believed that he was not likely to 
improve this situation. We who 
are closest to this situation can 
best appreciate its effect. It wasa 
strong Consideration Lo us 
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In the rest of the categories 
considered the net effect was 
neither strongly for or against and 
basically the decision was made 
on the basis of the criteria 
discussed. We would like however 
to comment on the charge of 
personal animosity. We are 
impressed, aS everyone is, by 
Professor Nelson’s affability, and 
respond as others do. We would 
question however that a personal 
feeling could be unaffected by the 
professional deficiencies we cite 
over a long period. If personal 
animosity exists it is solely a 
result of professional activity 


In summary we believe that we 
made a professional judgment 


based on our training and practice 
in chemistry and teaching. We 
consider absurd any implication 


that we are guilty of 
unprofessional conduct. Indeed, 
the decision of the Faculty 


Grievance Committee that we did 
not act arbitrarily substantiates 
this 


We know we are not infallible 
but we still believe we made the 
corre *t decision. 

We will cooperate fully with 
Professor Nelson and hope that he 
proves we were wrong.

Consider the reactions of one half of the audience (51% of the 
population). Viewing the film an uneasiness develops—it has all the 
earmarks of a good film: fine acting, cinematically exciting, visually 
impressive; yet, as one female character appears after another, 
uneasiness becomes more explicit. The tendency to sympathize and 
identify with the hero, embodies al! significant themes, is undoubtedly 
the goal of the director, and yet, if one can put aside all the mute, 
unexpressed sufferings of the women he ts involved with, then one can 
still claim this is a great film. The hero’s viewpoint 1s so totally 
pervasive that the audience 1s required to see all the other characters as 
he does. Fine. But is it? 

His dehumanization of his mistress, Rayette, (another easy piece) Is 
condoned for after all she is beneath him in worth (sleazy waitress 
versus talented, young man renouncing his heritage!) We never see him 
as only a construction worker. The film is dedicated to filling in the 
complexity of his character.
